The suit on which this telegram and false state- 
ment are founded rests on the disputed ownership 
of some bonds, The Coupons of last January of 
those bonds were refused payment, on the ground 
that the company had not parted with their pos. 
session, and this was under a different Board and 
Management, 

Under the present Board and Management, the 
Company has met all its liabilities, and largely 
reduced them, and bas increased its receipts and 
property, and. will, about the first of September, 
throw open to the public 14 additional miles of 
road fully equipped, thereby reaching the impor- 
tant towa of Stamford, in the county of Delaware, 
76 miles from the Hudson River.

The Wisconsin Central Railroad Company bas 
leased on satisfactory terms, for 99 years, the road 
of the Milwaukee, Lake Shore and Western Rail- 
road Company, which company is a consolidation 
of the Milwaukee, Manitowoc and Green Bay, 
and the Appleton and New London Railroad com- 
panies, This leased road extends from Appleton 
to Manitowoc, thence to Milwaukee, and passes 
through a finely settled country, which boasts a 
population of over 150,000. Itis to be completed 
and passed into the hands of the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral by November Ist, and it is believed it will be 
a paying road from its commencement. This 
completes the line of the Wisconsin Central from 
Lake Superior to Manitowoc on Lake Michigan, 
where it connects by boat across the lake with 
railroads running directly to Detroit and New 
York, making the shortest line from Lake Supe- 
rior and the terminus of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad to New York by about 250 miles, It 
also has the shore line from Manitowoc through 
Sheboygan to Milwaukee, there making direct 
connection by another road to Chicago. This 
line, from the termination of the Northern Pacific 
to Chicago, is about 100 miles shorter than any 
other route. The whole country from Milwaukee 
to Lake Superior through which this road passes, 
comprises some of the very best farming lands in 
the United States. The pine and hardwood tim- 
ber, and the iron property are not to be surpassed 
in value by avy other section in the country, 

This whole enterprise is being pushed forward 
with great vigor, aud the parties interested are 
confident of its ultimate success, which opinion is 
sustained by those best acquainted with this por- 
tion of the country, The income from that part 
of the road which is now running is sufficient to 
pay all expenses and the interest on the bonds 
now issued.

Railroad in Japan. 


The progressive ideas infused into Japan by 
American and European influence have long fur- 
nished a theme for comment and admiration, but 
the following extract from a Yokohama letter to 
the New York Herald would indicate that they 
are rather slow in their Yeddo railroad enterprise, 
thongh it must be admitted that whoever has the 
contract has made, so far, a decidedly good thing 
of it. The writer says: 


“ That immense elephant—the railroad—which 
the Japanese have had on their bands for the last 
three years, has at length shown some signs of 
life, After a period of nearly three years since 
ground was first broken the line has been opened 
for a distance of thirteen miles. Why-~it was not 
opened before for this distance it is difficult to 
say unless a reason can be found in the fact that 
those who had charge of its construction were 
heartily ashamed of the results of their labors, As 
before stated, this paltry line—the whole length 
from Yokohama to Jeddo is only seventeen and 
one-half miles—has been nearly three years in 
construction. It runs through a country entirely 
devoid of physical difficulties; labor is plentiful 
and cheap ; money and men have always been on 
hand, It isa single track road—3 feet 6 inches 
gauge—and the only perceptible result of all this 
is a line in working order of thirteen miles in 
length, and it has cost very nearly one hundred 
and twenty thousand dollars per mile. Where the 
money has gone to it is hard to say, but there are 
the figures. The road was opened to the public 
on the 13th inst, There are first, second and third 
class cars, The two first mentioned cafs are 
something like our street cars, only they ate nar- 
rower and in every way smaller. The first-class 
cars are divided into three compartments by slid- 
ing doors, and carry twelve persons comfortably, 
The second-class cars differ from the first only 
inasmuch as they are not subdivided, and are fur- 
nished with cane seats instead of leather ones, 
The third-class cars-look like diminutive cattle 
cars, with wooden benches in them, A train in 
motion looks very much like a huge aod clumsy 
toy. Still it is not nearly as bad a road as it was 
expected it would be, Although one gets a con- 
siderable shaking in the thirty-eight minutes’ 
ride, the cars run much smoother than I ever 
dared to hope they would, There is an immense 
cumber of officials attached to each train—each 
car will average two—for what purpose I cannot 
say, unless it be to display the brass buttons worn 
by each of them, They run at a speed of about 
twenty-two miles an hour, Since the road has 
been opened it has done quite an amount of buai- 
ness, its receipts ayora 


about five hundred . 
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dollars per day. The tariff is ridiculously high, 


viz: First-class, $1 50; second-class, $1 ; third- 
class, 50 cents. Ihave been told that these rates 
will be reduced very considerably on the first of 
ext month. As to the time when the line will be 
opened all the way to Jeddo I am loth to venture 
a prophecy ; but, judging from the past, I should 
be inclined to suggest about the early part of 1874. 
If Japan has to pay for all ber contemplated rail- 
roads in the same ratio as she has paid for this, I 
am very much afraid that some time will elapse 
before any distant points are connected in this 
manoer,” 


ta Superintendent Slack of the Cumberland 
aod Pennsylvania Railroad Company has received 
from Harrisburg Pa., via, the Bedford and 
Bridgeport Railroad, two hundred and fifty tons 
of steel rails for his road. They were manufac- 
tured at the Harrisburg Steel Works, and are of 
the best quality. When they are laid the Cum- 
berland and Pennsylvania road will be supplied 
with ateel rails for about two thirds of its entire 
length, and we understand the company design 


laying the remaining distance with the same ma- 
terial as speedily as possible.

The operating expenses have been 53.53 per 
cent, of gross earnings. Number of passengers 
carried, 700,110. Number of tons of freight 
moved, 551,936, Number of miles run by trains 
earning revenue, 588,266. Earnings per mile 
of do., $2 22.27; expenses, $1 18.98. Income per 
mile of road, $21,793 26; expenses, $11,666 03. 
The President in his report says : 

During the past year, two dividends of four per 
cent. each have been paid to the stockholders. 
The net earnings of this company shows a fraction 
over 11} per cent, on the capital stock, which with 
the balance of net earnings of the Dayton and 
Michigan Railroad of $50,038 70 shows a net sur- 
plus of $165,326 06, or nearly 12% per cent. ; this 


oye with other assets of the company, has 
expended in permanent improvements, prin- 


cipally on the Dayton and Michigan and Cincin- 
nati, Richmond and Chicago Railroads, to meet 
the increasing demands of business, including new 
grain warehouse and elevator at Toledo, new 
equipment, &c., which will be found fully set 
forth in the detailed report of the treasurer. 

Daring the year 602 tons of steel, 265 tons new 
iron,and 509tons re-rolled iron rails have been laid 
in the track, We have now over 16 miles of steel 
rail in use, which bas thua far proved satisfactory. 

We contracted last fall for the delivery of 750 
tons steel rails for The Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton Railroad, and 1,000 tons iron rails for The 
Dayton and Michigan Railroad, to be delivered 
between this and the first of November. 

New side tracks have been laid during the year 
at the following places, viz: Glendale, 1,700 feex 
long, with rails for both gauges; new track at 
Hamilton for use of Niles’ Tool Works, 1,168 feet 
long, with trestle over the Hydraulic; changed 
the location of track to Campbell’s ice-house north 
of Hamilton, at considerable expense, lengthening 
it 612 feet, and laying broad gauge track on same 
560 feet; side tracks have also been constructed 
at — and Lockland, to hold some twelve cars 
each. 

Bridge No. 4, Trotting Park, two spans of 119 
feet each double track, was taken down and a new 
one substituted; over-head bridge at Carthage 
rebuilt; No. 6, Pike bridge, north of Carthage, 
60 feet span, single track, rebuilt. 

A new freight house at Lockland, 60 by 20 feet ; 
new transfer house at Hamilton 350 by 18 feet; 
new grain house at Poast Town, 60 by 26 feet, 
have been erected. 

Six coal-buroing locomotives have been added 
to our equipment the past year, four of which 
were altered in our shops from wood-burning, and 
two new engines from the Baldwin Locomotive 
Works, Philadelphia ; making fifteer coal-burners, 
twelve of which are used on freight, and three on 
passenger trains, Owing to the heavy freight 
business done during the fall and winter, the en- 
gines have been worked to their utmost capacity. 

One new’ passenger car has been built at our 
sbcps to replace one broken up. Our equipment 
has been kept in good repair, and all cars broken 
up have been replaced wiih new ones. 

The lease of the land obtained from Messrs. 
Fosdick and L’Hommedieu, situate in Millcreek 
Township, and originally intended to have been 
used by our company for stock-yard purposes, 
was duly assigned, with all the privileges apper- 
taining thereto, to The United Railroad Stock-yard 
Company, the latter company assuming, on and 
after July lst, 1872, the rents, payments, condi- 
tions, covenants and agreements, in said original 
indenture to this company. 

Contracts have been entered into with the Cin- 
cinnati and Baltimore Railroad Company, pro- 
viding for crossings of the track of this com- 
pany near Millcreek, and with the Cincinnati and 
Sprngfield Railway Company, for crossing our 
track in Dayton, and the use of the joint tracks 
through that city which will be laid before the 
stockholders. 

The board of directors thought it advisable to 
reduce the local passenger fares between Cincin- 
nati and Dayton and intermeditae points, which 
was done to the extent of about 19 per cent., oa 
the Ist of April last. The immediate effect of this 
reduction will reduce the revenue, but it is pre- 
sumed will soon induce such additional travel as 
to materially increase the future receipts of the 
road, 

The board of directors of the Dayton and Mich- 
igan Railroad Company on the 21st of December, 
1870, in pursuance of a provision in the modified 
lease of June 23d, 1870, providing for the redemp- 
tion of the outstanding mortgage bonds of that 
company, resolved to issue au eight per ceut. pre- 
ferred stock to the amount of $3,700,000, with 
dividends on same payable quarterly, to be guar- 
anteed by the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
Railroad Company; and at a meeting of the 
stockholders of the latter company, held on the 





15th of February, 1871, resolutions were adopted 
duly ratifyiog the same, 





There has been laid-in the track of the Dayton 
and Michigan Railroad during the, year, 1,290 
tons of new iron, and 126% tons re-rolled iron, 
=: track and bridges have been kept in good re- 
pair, 

During the year, a new passenger station house, 
80. by 22 feet, has been erected at Wapakoneta, 
with the necessary platforms and outbuildings, at 
a cost of $4,087 65. 

At Toledo, an elevater and grain house, with 
brick engine house adjoining, are in course of 
construction, and will be completed and ready for 
business by the 20th inst. The dimensions of the 
grain house are 65 by 100 feet, and 994 feet in 
height above the floor, and is estimated to hold 
250,000 bushels of grain. The engine house will 
be 32 by 30 feet, and one story high. The esti- 
mated cost of the whole, including all machinery, 
ready for use, is $55,000, on which there has been 
already paid the sum of $46,258 17. 

Considerable additional expense has been in- 
curred at Toledo by new plank walks on Ottawa 
street, moving shop and engine house, and build- 
ing new turn table. 

There has been constructed at the company’s 
shops at Lima the past year, 193 cars, as follows: 
for Dayton and Michigan Railroad, 50 new box 
freight cars, at a cost of $35,000, which has been 
charged to the equipment account of that com- 
pany ; also, 2 new caboose cars, 2 new sleeping 
cars for use of wood train employes, 23 new box 
cars, to replace those worn out in the service, all 
of which have been charged to running expenses. 
For the Cincinnati, Richmond and Chicago Rail- 
road Company, 50 new box and 50 new platform 
cars, at a cost of $94,000, which have been charged 
to the equipment account of that Company ; also, 
15 new box and one platform car for the latter 
company, to replace those destroyed, which have 
been charged to running expenses, 


On the 18th of January, 1872, a contract and 
lease was entered into between the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton Railroad Company and the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern Railroad 
Company, whereby the Dayton and Michigan Rail- 
road Company secures forever the right to the use 
of the bridge and the approaches thereto, and such 
other rights as they have heretofore enjoyed, un- 
der certain agreements, deeds aud contracts, on 
the middle grounds, passenger house and other 
property of the Lake Shore and Michigan South- 
ero Railway Company. 


To meet the increasing demand at Toledo for 
more room in the handling of lumber and other 
heavy freights, and also to provide for right of 
way for new bridge, &c , arrangements have been 
partially consummated for the purchase of ad- 
ditional grounds on the east side of the Maumee 
river, on which we find considerable dockage 
front now ready for use. 


The receipts of the Cincinnati, Richmond and 
Chicago Railroad for the past year, show a hand- 
some increase over those of former years. 

The Cincinnati, Richmond and Fort Wayne 
Railroad, running from Richmond to Fort Wayne, 
Iud., a distance of some 92 miles, was about the 
Ist of January, this year, although not then com- 
pleted, delivered by the contractors to the Grand 
Rapids and Indiana Railroad Company, Lessee of 
the same under the terms and conditions of a cer- 
tain contract and lease dated June Ist, 1871, and 
to which our company is a party. 

This line of road, when in full working condi- 
tion with that of the Grand Rapids and Indiana 
Road, must necessarily prove a valuable feeder to 
our line between Cincinnati and Richmond. 

There have been laid in the track of the Cincin- 
nati, Richmond and Chicago Railroad the past 
year, 612} tons re rolled iron. 

Three new bridges have been built, as follows : 
Bridge No 5, 98 feet span, between Collinsville 
and Somerville; Bridge No. 12, 102 feet span, 
between Somerville and Camden ; Bridge No, 20, 
110 feet spav, between Eaton and New Hope; be- 
sides repairing bridges Nos, 7, 8, 17 and 18. 
New platforms at Seven Mile, Collinsville and 
Somerville. New water station at New Hope,

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Oar companies, during” the raieweel dvs drought 
of last fall and winter, sustained several severe 
losses by fire on the line of the Dayton and-Mich- 
igan Road, having had some 6,3574 cords of wood 
consumed, at a cost to the company of 14,508, 
besides a large amount of fencing, all of which 
bas been charged to operating expenses; aside 
from these unavoidable casualties, your roads 
have been operated with their usual regularity 
and freedom from accident. 


ln conclusion, the board desire to express their 
satisfaction with the manner in which the busi- 
ness entrusted to the officers and employes of the 
several companies bas been performed, as much 
of the present prosperity, and hopeful prospects 
for the future of these companies, depends on the 
judicious management, integrity, and capacity of 
their employes,

The Virginia Debt. 
A correspondent of the Baltimore Sun, writing 
from Richmond under date July 26, 1872, says: 


The Supreme Court of Appeals, after a long 
session at Abingdon, has adjourned without giv- 
ing avy decision in the public debt case, which 
last winter agitated the public mind to such a 
great extent, and created such consternation and 
dismay among our bondholders, It is now be- 
lieved that no conclusion will be arrived at for 
years to come, and so, for the present, one-third 
of the debt is repudiated, and four per cent, in- 
terest only is paid on the remaining two-thirds. 
By reference to the quotations of the Baltimore 
stock market, it will be seen that for foor months 
past there has been a steady decline in “ West 
Virginia certificates,” which are the bonds issued 
vy this State to represent West Virginia's portion 
of the public debt. Bondholders are now col- 
lecting the pittance of interest doled out to them, 
thinking, no doubt, that it is better to have “a 
bird in hand, than two in the busb,” 


{Ss The work of grading the Providence and 
Springfield Railroad is being pushed with much 
vigor along the line. About one-third of the 
grading is already completed. The entire’ line 


will doubtless be ready for the iron early in the 
spring, 
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Extension of the Nrroaw-Gauge in Norway. 

While the question of narrow-gauge is being 
argued so hotly in the States—we find that in 
Norway—the birthplace of parrow-gauge—a con- 
siderable extension of lines has been authorized, 
and will be at once commenced. At present there 
is a total mileage in that country of 3805 miles, of 
which 118 miles are 4 ft. 8} in., and 192 miles are 
8 ft, 6 in, gauge. . 

One of these lines, the Hamar-Elverum, which 
last year was extended as far north as Aamodt, is 
about to be continued 195 miles, as far north as 
Storen, where it will meet the Storen-Tbhrondh- 
jeim R., already constructed. This new line will 
pass through the valley of Osterdalen, and will 
cross the Doorefieid, at the copper mines of Roros, 
where the level will be 2,100 ft. above the sea. 
The ascent from this place from Aamodt is grad- 
ual, and with good gradients, none being over 1 
in 90, but after crossing the summit of the Door- 
field, the descent towards Storen is very rapid 
and precipitous, involving great difficulties in con- 
struction, partly on account of the serious imped- 
iments which the snow offers, and partly from the 
natural contour of the country. To give an idea 
of the nature of the works, we may state that the 
valley of Guldalen, 1,200 ft, below the summit, 
has to be reached by a continual descent along 
the side of the mountain for a distance of 14 to 15 
miles, involving gradients of 1 in 54 or1 in 60, 
with many bridges across the streams, and several! 
short tuonels, At the Hesja gorge, a bridge 200 
ft. span and 180 ft. high, will be required. The 
cost of these 195 miles will be £570,000, or $2,920 
per mile! The works for 130 miles beyond the 
point of junction at Aamodt, are comparatively 
very easy—easy, that is to say, for Norway, 
and for this length the cost is £2,319 per mile. 
Beyond, for the remaining 65 miles, on the 
Throndbjeim side of the summ‘t, the nature of the 
country and the difficulties just mentioned, will 
raise the outlay to £4,019 a mile. This amount 
jncludes, in both cases, all expenses for rolling 
stock, stations, telegraphs, engineering, etc., 
and the price of rails is taken at £10 10s per ton. 


Besides this Aamodt-Storen line, about to be 
undertaken, there remains a short length to com 
plete the through railway communication be- 
tween Christiania and Throndhjeim. From the 
former place, two 4 ft. 84 in, lines branch off to 
the portheast, one running to Kongsvioger, and 
the other to Ejdsvold. Between both of these 
places and the Hamer-Amodt line there is a break 
of about 50 miles, and the sanction of Parliament 
has yet to be obtained for constructing a railway 
over this distauvce. According to the route se- 
lected, either by way of Ejdsoold in extension of 
the Mjosen line, or from Kongsvinger line, the 
length of the railway between Christiana and 
Tbhrondbjeim will be 331 or 863 miles, of which 
289 or 801 miles, respectively will be of 3 ft. 6 in. 
gauge, and the remainder, already existing, are 
of the old 4 ft, 8 in. gauge, commenced under 
English auspices, and extended afterwards by Mr. 

ibl. 

P The Norwegian Parliament has also sanctioned 
so much of a Main West and East Tranaverse 
Line, of 3 ft. 6 in. gauge, from the North Sea to 
the Baltic, as lies within its jurisdiction, This 
Jine will form an extension of the Throndbjeim- 
Storen R., and will terminate at Sundswall on the 
Baltic. The total leugth will be 295 miles, of 
which 63 miles will be in Norway, the remainder 
being in Sweden, where 8 ft, 6 in, has been fixed as 
the gauge of the country, by the Swedish Govern- 
ment, for all lines north of the Gefli- Falun R, When 
this work is completed, there will be a contin- 
uous length of 577 or 596 miles of 3 ft. 6 in, gauge 
railway from Sundswall aod Throndbjeim, and to 
the junction either with the Mjosen or the Kongs- 
vioger 4 ft. 84 in. railway. The Norwegian por- 
tion of this transverse line will cost £4,063 a 
mile. 

This statement shows with what success Mr, 
Carl Pibl has prosecuted the reform which he was 
the first to introduce upon main lives of railway, 
gad the success which bas attended bis effuris 


has encouraged, as we have seen, the neighboring 
country of Sweden to follow in his steps. 

By the adoption of narrow-gauge alone, he has 
been able to give to Norway a railway system; 
for had he not departed from the beaten track, 
the cost of construction would have entirely pre- 
vented the formation of any but a few short lines, 
between the most important centers, and the rest 
of the country must have remained without means 
of communication, except the rude ones afforded 
by horse transit over the common roads, It is 
quite needless to point out that there are scores 
of countries in precisely the same condition as 
Norway, lacking the means to build broad-gauge 
lines, yet able to adopt the cheaper and thorough- 
ly efficient system Mr. Pihl has perfected. It is 
idle on the part of narrow-gauge opponents to 
argue against this fact--what is suitable for one 
country is equally suitable where the same con- 
ditions rule—poverty, scanty traffic, and scattered 
centers, 

The prices per mile of the new line snow being 
commenced in Norway bear out conclusively 
what we have ourselves from time to time ad- 
vanced as to the saving to be obtained upon a 
narrow-gauge railroad properly constructed, and 
form an additional proof that Mr, Pihl spoke 
within limits with reference to the comparative 
cost of making and working narrow-gauge lines, 
when on a public occasion in Toronto, he said :— 
“T am often asked the exact difference between 
the cost of a railway on a gauge of 3 ft. 6 in. and 
one of 4 ft. 84 in. It is difficult to make definite 
comparison,as every railway is different. I believe, 
however, that it may be stated generally that tlie 
narrower gauge can be built for one third less, 
Io working I can give a better test, by supposing 
a mixed train with three passenger coaches with 
places for 96 passengers, but containing only sixty 
passengers, and fourteen goods wagons on a live 
with a ruling gradient of 1 in 100. In Norway 
the narrow-gauge passenger coaches weigh 4.1 
tons ; good wagons 3.8 tons; locomotives 16 
tons. Estimating each passenger at 140 Ibs., 
and the load of freight at 70 tons, there is in all 
148% tons, On the 4 ft. 84 in. gauge the three pas- 
senger coaches weigh 6.4 tons each, and freight 
cars 4.3 tons, and engine 20 tons; adding the 
same amount of freight and passengers, the sum 
is 173} tons, or 18 per cent, saved in locomotive 
power on the nurrow-gauge,”—-London Engineer- 
ing.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT.

To the Stockholders: 


The last Report submitted to the Stockholders 
brought the history of the company’s operations 
to July 1, 1871, consequently this Report will 
only embrace the transactions of ten months to 
the first day of May, 1872. 

At the date of last Report twenty miles of your 
road had been completed, received by the Com- 
missioners, and the State endorsement made upon 
its first mortgage bonds to the amount of $320,- 
000, A regular accommodation train for freight 





and passepgers was placed on the completed road, 





and has been ruoning on a regular schedule daily, 
Sundays excopied, since June 19, 1871. 

Work was begun the same month on thirty-six 
aod one-fifth miles additiona!, extending to the 
Bigbee River crossing ; , but owing to the failure 
of the parties engaged in this construction, much 
delay has been experienced, involving new ar- 
rapgements and expenditures. The second in. 
spection of ten completed miles did not take place 
until February 7, 1872, and a third inspection on 
May 6, 1872, of ten additional miles, upon which 
State endorsements was received May 10 1872, 
making forty miles of road, and an aggregate en- 
dorsement of $640,000. Of this 320,000 have been 
endorsed since last Annual Report. 

No additional bonds have been received from 
the city, but upon the completion of the next sec. 
tion of ten miles, now in rapid progress, the com- 
pany will become entitied to a further instalment 
of $250,000, 

Contracts for rails and fastenings were made 
during the summer of 1871, upon favorable terms, 
These rails are now in Mobile, in quantity sufti- 
cient for tayin gtrack to the river. The work is 
being pushed with energy, and it is expected that 
the road will be in operation to the river bank, 
opposite Jackson, by the first of August next. 

Work was commenced on the bridge foundations 
of the Bigbee River crossing in August, 1871, and 
a large amount of material accumulated at Jack- 
son for piers and abutments, About $20,000 had 
been expended when ihe annual rise in the river 
suspended further operations, 

The depression of Alabama securities, in conse- 
quence of the A. and C, R. R, default, has con- 
tinued toa greater or less degree through the 
year, and we have been unable to place these se- 
curities at the minimum of ninety per cent., estab- 
lished by law. Hence the work of construction 
bas proceeded slowly and cautiously, and we can 
only show an extension of twenty miles com- 
pleted since last Report. 

The passage of a Sioking Fund bill by the late 
Legislature, aud the probabiiiy that another bill 
which failed at tbe close of the last session will 
be enacted intoa law by the next Legislature— 
by which the contingent Siate liabilities will be re- 
duced nearly sixteen million dollars—has checked 
the downward tendency of State credit, and evi- 
dences of a marked improvement are manifest.

Arrangements have been recently effected for 
the construction of that portion of your line ex- 
tending from the river at Jackson, to an intersec- 
tion with the Selma and New Orleans Railroad, a 
distance of about forty-seven miles, to be com- 
pleted, in running order, by May 1, 1878, The 
Selma and New Orleans Railroad Company 
are now preparing to complete the unfinished 
seclions of their road, required to reach the point 
of connection, and we have ample assurances 
that they wiil have their portion of the work 
ready by that time, 


You will readily perceive how greatly these ar- 
rangements have changed the complexion of your 
affairs, Instead of the merely local road, which 
it now is, penetrating into the piney woods, and 
dependent wholly upon neighborhood traffic, the 
Grand Truok Road will become, within the next 
twelve months, an important part of a great thor- 
oughfare between New York and New Orleans, 
and thirty-six miles shorter than any existing 
route between the two cities, This will ensure 
the transportation of the great Mails over this 
line, and make it the most inviting route for the 
long travel. You will also be placed in near com- 
munication with the enterprising and flourishing 
city of Selma, and the local business of three hun- 
dred miles of well developed country will find its 
outlet to the seaboard over your road. From the 
date of this connection, the resources and capa- 
bilities of the Grand Trunk Road will be demon- 
strated to the conviction of the most sceptical. 
That it will earn the interest upon its bonds, and 
be a self sustaining road at that point, is beyond 
reasonable question, That it will do more thao

The business has been done upon twenty miles, 
operated from June 19, 1871, to February 20, 
1872; and thirty miles from that date to May 1, 
1872, and is more favorable than was anticipated 
when tke road was opened. 

A brief communication from Vol. Rivers, Chief 
Engineer, accompanies this Report, and the at 
tention of the stockholders is earnestly directed 
to the statement of Col. Rivers, in reference to re- 
suming work at the Tombigbee River. It is im- 
portant that the foundations shall be commenced 
for the bridge as early in the season as the stage 
of water will permit, and be completed so far that 
no delay may be experienced at that point in per- 
fecting the through connection with Selma. 

It will also become necessary, in view of that 
Connection, to make preparations for extending 
the track into our Depot Grounds during the com- 
ing fall and winter, and to provide accommoda- 
tions for despatching satisfactorily the business 
that will certainly flow over the road, from the 
moment the Selma connection is made complete. 

In conclusion, the Directors congratulate you 
upon the fact that the circumstances now sur- 
rounding your great enterprise are more encour- 
aging than ever heretofore, It is awakening 4 
more general interest in the public mind, 
and a growing appreciation of its great impor- 
tance, both to the city of Mobile, and to the Siate 


of Alabama, is everywhere apparent. The time 
is not distant when your securities will be esti- 
mated at théir true value, and can be readily con- 
verted.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF ENGINEER, 


OrrFice CuteF ENGINEER, , 
Mosite, ALABAMA, May, 14, 1872. 
F. B. Glork, Es7., Pres't: 


Sir—I have the honor to submit a brief sum- 
wary of the operations of the Engineering De- 
partment during the past year: 

A carefuily revised and very satisfactory loca- 
tion has been carried through to Birmingham, 
which has been adopted, with slight modifications, 
indicated in dotted lines on the accompanying 
map—changes which can be readily introduced 
in the line on the eve of construction. This work 
was completed by the close of December, 1871, 
and soon thereafter a full set of notes, maps, pro 
files and estimates were prepared. These last are 
herewith respectfully submitted. 

You will observe, on a careful inspection of 
them, that I have deemed it probable that, beyond 
and north of Marion, there would be an increase 
of ten feet to the mile of the southward maximum 
grade, making it thus equal to the northward 
maximum grade already adopted for the whole line. 
Two considerations have produced this impression. 
First, economy in construction ; secondly the fact 
that south of Marion the business of the road will 
receive large additions from the fertile character 
of the country traversed, and also from the several 
railroads it intersects. Should, however, the finan- 
cial resources of the Company,on reaching Marion, 
admit of retaining the diminished southward grade 
beyond that point, a sound policy may indicate 
the adoption of such a course. 

The Engineering Corps, in consequence of the 
completion of the surveys, has been reduced to 
the smallest dimensions consistent with a satisfac- 
tory supervision of the work now under construc- 
tion. 

* * * * * * 

There is daily accumulating evidence of the 
probability that the season of Icw water in the 
Tombigbee River will be reached at an unusually 
early period this year, and, in consequence, it is 
most urgently recommended that immediate steps 
be taken to resume operations at the bridge. 

Attention is also respectfully called to the im- 
portance of constructing a separate line into Mo- 
bile, as indispensably necessary at a compara- 
tively early period, not only for the satisfactory 
transaction of business, but also for the prompt 
movement of trains. 

In conclusion, it gives me sincere pleasure to 
state that disinterested and competent experts 
have cordially expressed themselves in most flat- 
ering terms in regard to the favorable character- 
istics and thorough construction of the forty miles 
ef completed road.

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“The Orchards of the Nation. 
The census gives an interesting statement of 
such fruits as grow in orchards under the head 


of “Orchard Products.” ‘The great increase in 
production is remarkable, as will be seen by the 
following comparison of the aggregate of the 
years 1850, 1860 and 1870: 

In 1850 the total valuation was $7,723,186 
In 1860 the total valuation was ..... .. 19,991,885 
In 1870 the total valuation was ..... ..48,335,189 


The crops included in this estimate are apples, 
peaches, pears and a few minor fruits, exclading 
grapes, berries, currants, oranges, melons, etc. 
The enormous increase above set forth is chiefly 
in apples and peaches, while in the crops not 
enumerated in the list the increase has likewise 
been great. In 1850 the State of New York was 
the only one that made a specialty of orchard 
prodacts, her crop then being valued at $1,761,- 
950. The wonderful increase in twenty years, as 
likewise the advance made in this culture by 
other States, is shown by the following table.

New York, Pennsylvania and Unio head the list 
of the States in the production of frait, the actual 
increase being greatest in New York, whose pro- 
duct in 1870 was nearly double that of Pennsyl. 
vania; but the ratio of increase was greatest in 
Obio and Pennsylvania. New Jersey, whose pro- 
ducts iu 1850 were valued at $88,663 less than 
Obio, decreased nearly one-third of that amount 
in 1860, while Ohio more than doubled the esti- 
mate of 1850, showing Ohio progressed far more 
rapidly, The ratio of increase in California in 
the last decade was not equal to that of Pennsyl- 
vania, though it shows a remarkable advance dur- 
ing the past twenty years.

Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Extension. 

The new survey of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad extension, from Pittsburg to Chicago, 
has now been brought up to within twelve miles 
of Chicago, to a point just south of South Chicago, 
From this point it has been determined to survey 
at least three routes into the city, viz: Oue run- 
nicg west of Calumet lake, and thence north on a 
line through or near Cornell Station; another di- 
verging more to the west, and running through 
or near Englewood, and a third through South 
Chicago, and along the lake shore, to a connection 
with the Iilinois Central somewhere just north of 
Cornell, It is, of course, not known yet which of 
the routes can be most advantageously secured ; 
but when one of them is secured, which will be 
in a month or two at furthest, work on the line 
from Chicago eastward will begin at once, The 
intention is to have the whole line completed 
through from Chicago to Pittsburg in about eigh- 
teen months from the present time. This new 
trunk line to the East will be about thirty miles 
shorter than the Michigan Southern from Chicago 
to Monroeville, Ohio, to which point both roads 
run and will be about twelve miles shorter than 
the Pittsburg and Fort Wayne to Mansfield, which 
is also a point of junction with that road. The 
grades on the new road will be very light, the 
highest between Chicago and Pittsburg being but 
twelve feet to the mile, 





fe We learn from the Owensboro Monitor 
that track laying on the Owensboro and Russell- 
ville railroad is progressing very well. The train 
will reach South Carrolton by the 15th, or sooner, 
Then they will soon reach the crossing of the 
Elizabethtown and Paducah road three miles dis- 
tant, At South Carrolton the company have up 
the frame work of a splendid depot, whicb can 
soon be completed after construction train ar- 
rives, The grading on this road, south of the 
crossing of the Elizabethtown ard Paducah road, 
is moving steadily on, not only through Mahlen- 
burg, but across Logan county to the State line, 
It is expected that track laying on this part of 
the road will begin by early spring, if not 
sooner, 





fa” The London Times says that the Fell cen- 
tre-rail engine, intended for Brazil, to work in- 
Clines of 1 in 12 on the Cantogallo railway, after 
being tested for several weeks on the old Whitby 
incline in Goathland, has been reloaded on the 
Northeasterao 30-ton truck, and removed in charge 
of Mr. Laws, Northeastern superintendent at 
Whitby, and of the makers, Messrs, Manning, 
Wardell & Co., Leeds. The experiments have 
been a wonderful success, the engine, with load 
attached, having worked curves of 1 in 104 gra- 
dient. 





fs” The Milwankee Wisconsin says that iron 
has been purchased for thirty miles more of the 
Green Bay and Lake Pepin Railway. It will be 
remembered that the intention of the compary, 
heretofore announced, was to build 75 or 80 miles 
of the road westward from New London this year, 
They will now, instead, build 110 miles, convect- 
iog with the West Wisconsin Railroad, and conse- 
quently with La Crosse and St, Paul, The west- 
ern terminus of the road next winter will be with- 
in 60 miles of the Mississippi river, 


ta” The Paducah Kentuckian says that the 
Elizabethtown and Paducah railroad bridge 
across Tennessee river will be finished certainly 
by the 15th of August, and possibly trains may 
cross it by the 10th inst, All the material is now 
on the spot, a large force is at work at each end 
of the bridge, and there is nothing apparent to 
hinder its early completion. The approaches to 
the bridge on both sides of the river are in place, 
with the track laid down; three out of the seven 
main spans are completed, and the iron structure 
of two more is being put up very fast, while the 
false timbers for the draw, which embraces two 
spans, are partially erected.
